Two new 'directions in which Antioch 
may grow were discussed at Monday 
night's village board committee meeting, 

Onc_ is to the north, where Joe 
Patrovsky, owner of the Antioch Packing" 
House, 1 is hoping to annex 120 acres to the 
village. Patrovsky has plans for 173 lots 
specified for. homes, apartments, town- 
houses and condominiums. 

The other is to the southeast, ^where 
Homer White, well-known for his success 
in farming, is planning 423 parcels on 628^ 
acres of land. Part of that land, on.Rte. 173 
east of Deep Lake Rd., is within Vh miles 
of the village of Antioch. f- 

White indicated he might seek county 
zoning within three or four months and told 
the village officials, "I need your blessing 
to proceed with this long-time project." 

PATRO VSKY'S preliminary . plan 
already has been approved by the Antioch . 
Planning Commission. He also has talked 
with school^ superintendents and the 
village parks commission but hasn't been 
to th,e zoning board yet.

THE SNIPER RIFLE: was used at! the Battle »f Hed 
River in Pleasant Hill, La. Captain John H. Metcalf III of 
the Union Army used the super-accurate machine resl 
rifle and shotitfrom a eamoflage on the lop of-a high hill. 

Thecaptain had information from army engineers as lo 
the exact' elevation required for the shot, but be had lo 
carefully calculate wind deflection and retardation .over 
thai long distance.

From its beginning. Antioch has always 
had a feeling of development . expansion , 
and prosperity Jo it. 

The construction of its famed sawmill in 
ltt:*9 and a. steam grist mill in I85ii 
automatically drew mechanics of all kinds 
lo-lhe area; and eventually a community 
hegah to develop around the mills 

As an early sellel.nient, Antioch's 
pioneer merchant, Daniel Head, quickly 
developed his general si ore into a varied 
and extremely profitable business, rone 
.which eventually became a. eenler.of trade 
for many miles around.: - - 

. WITH THE CONSTRUCTIO N of the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad in 18B5. the 
town inalterably changed, for then it 
became easily assessible to Chicago and 
its outlying areas. If was during this era of 
the late 1880's that Antioch commenced its 
development as a resort community^and 
-gained- its reputation as the "Hub of the 
Lake Region." |S 

_Many resort hotels were built. Hundreds' 
ofTpeople from Chicago and its surround- 
ing towns bought and built homes in the 
region. New stores sprang up : Antioch's . 
economy began to boom. 

THE SUMMER SEASON hroughl an, 
atmosphere of gaiety and festivity lolhe- 
rosorl town, one where a great variety of 
dances, concerts and parlies wcre- 
'eonslnntly being held. 
CM r-st Edith Elms, ofCoral Apartments, 
Antioch. recalls the Tnahy parties and 
dances she attended throughout her 
lifetime in "Antioch. Her father owned a 
hotel called the Edgar House, which was 
situated on the corner of Main and 
Orchard Streets./ She remembers a good 
deal of wealthy clientele, some who came 
with their maids and fool men7~sTnying at 
hotels in the area,' 

"Whole irninloads ol people would get; 
oil here." recalls Mrs. Elms," 1 remember 
we would get done with- work early to 
■ waleh the people got off the trains." . 

At thai lime. Mrs, Elms said. Iheie 
. . wasn't as, much, competition between 
holi.'ls. Each. -hotel had certain regions 
from which they derived .Iheir - own 
clientele; If one holel was lullv hooked, il 
won It) send its customers lo another 
nearby hotel. : ^- • 

THE HOTELS BROUGHT manyniew; 
people to I he area ... and ol course a grand 
variety ol summer-time activities. 



Dancing was one "such activity. There , 
were pavilions, such as the Sa vages, which 
booked' big name bands. -There were 
.ballrooms, such as Twin Lakes, where . 
people could dance all night. At limes, 
dances were held upstairs of the old 
Antioch News building. (In the winter-time " 
a skating rink was set up there. ) Af-"Thc 
Palace,*-' summer prize-fighting, was held. 
There was also an opera house in town 
which frequently booked touring com- 
i panics. ,-_ . . ■ 

Community" members would- often or- 
ganize their own street dances ... and also 
put on their own hometown plays. 

•THERE WAS ALWAYS something to ' 
" do tn I his' town," recalls Mrs, Elms., "We 
used to dance seven nights a week ... We'd 
gel things going rat the drop of a hal," 

Mrs, Phyllis Morley McMillen of Antioch 
was born in 19u:i in her ■■parents' home on 
the corner of Main and Lake streets. The 
front lawn of her parents' home was a 
gathering place for all of the neighborhood 
children to come -and play. At that time, 
there were three_automobiles in town. 
However, many people traveled on 
hor seback or wilh hor se and buggy and 
these means of transportation did enough 
to kiekup the dust of Main Street's gravel 
road. 

LAKE AND VICTORIA streets were 
lined with enormous trees, whose full, 
thick, arched branches mei in "Ihe'cenler of 
the street and provided cool and shade 
from the hoi summer sun. 

There was a good deal 'of commerce 
even then; and some of the -shops which 
lined Main Street included a shoe sWe. an 
ice cream parlor, a bakery, a grocery 
store, a butcher shop, a harness shop, a 
pharmacy, a no_tion = store, 'Wil.lidnis 
Brothers General Store. Radke's Barber 
Shop, and A.B. Johnson's newspaper shop.

SEOUOIT CREEK RAN right Ihrough

Mrs. McMillen, who attended the original 
Antioch grammar school on.

Of course, there was no elcclrieity in 
those days; the- houses were lil wilh .

Mr and Mrs. McMillen recall that even 
l he Inriiily-Slruelure A^as-quileclifltTcnl, . 
There were almost, always other' adults 
living in the household, whether Ihey-wero 
aunts, uncles or grandparents. As well, 
there was usually a young woman (often 
nn immigrant Irom Ireland or England) 
who served- as a mother's helper. This 
woman' Ifterally became part of the, 
family; arid she? as well as I h e other "adults ' 
in the home, shared*) he household chores. 
This gave the average housewife a good 
deal more freedom than she has today, 
something which of course affected the 
psychological character and I he inter- 
actions of the family. 

HUT, MRS. .McMllXKN reminds us. 
there was no great rush.. The pace of life 
was undoubtedly much slower and there, 
was less emphasis on, the making and 
accumulation of money. This point was 
also raised by Mrs. Kims. Who feels that 
people work loo many hours these days • 
and do "not spend enough time with their ' 
families. 

When did Antioch begin to. change the 
most? tfolh the McMillens and Mrs, Elms 
emphatically say it/happened with the _ 
advent of fast transportation, especially 
automobiles. Automobiles and motorboats 
contributed to the increased noise level in 
the village "and on the lakes, which both the 
MeMillens'and Mrs. Elms claim can often 



be distuptive and annoying.- -■••

Mr. McMillen feels thai, more light 
industry is needed, provided that it is 
well-eonl rolled and does not pollute.

But in spile :or tluTchanges wliicfrtiave 
taken place over the years, many ol which 
are of course nationwide and worldwide in 
scope, the McMillens and Mrs. Elms 
remain extremely positive, enthusiastic 
and loyal to their town. 

"When you come to. Antioch and gel 
settled here, you never waul -to. live 
anywhere else, says Mrs. McMillen, 
"There's a certain fascination with it. I 
don'! know exactly what it is that attracts 
people." 

^ SAYS MRS, ELMS. "I don't know of 
anywhere else I'd want to live." 

And this, in spile of (or perhaps because 
oft. ibe rapid development taking place, 
seems to be how the great majority of 
community members feel aboiil Antioch - 
exceedingly positive, noticeably enthusi- 
astic and consistent I v loval.

Why The Criminals May Be Winning

Several weeks ago the press 
routinely earned a story about a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision that goes a 
long way toward explaining why the 
"bad guys" may be winning the war 
on crime. _i gv -___ 

In Rolla, Mo., a state patrolman 
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saw an unkempt stranger with no 
luggage of any kind trying to. 
hitchhike his way^west on an 
interstate highway f Patrolman 
'Herbert). Hoffman went on his way 
without pausing. But when he saw 
the same man an hour later, this time 
three miles away trying to hitch' a 
ride south on a local highway, he 
became suspicious enough to stop 
and ask for the man's I. D. 

WhNe the hitchhiker,- Thomas Carl 
Jones, sat in the patrol car, Hoffman 
made a radio check and learned that 
Jones was wanted in Pennsylvania for 
the theft of : a reydver^Pennsylyania 
authorities also wanted him for 
questioning in the murder of his 
aunt. (He was later charged with that 
crime.) Hoffman had already taken 
possession of a .38 caliber revolver 
so, all-in-all, it looked like a good bit 
of- police work . . . 

Evidence Thrown Out 

A Pennsylvania court refused to 
allow the gun or statements Jones 
had made to Patrolman Hoffman to 
be introduced as evidence. The judge 
saicf the patrolman aTdn't have 
"probable cause" to suspect Jones of 




criminal activity. He further ruled 
that even^though J Jones^ had only 
been detained and had talked 
voluntarily = to Hoffman, the patrol- 
man's uniformed presence consti- 
tuted authority and force. 

The district attorney said that the 
■'gun and the voluntary statements 
made by Jones had been the- critical 
evidence he was counting on, The' 
judge's decision was upheld by the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court. The 
U.S. Supreme Court refused to 
review it. According, to the district 
attorney, it is unlikely that Jones will 
be prosecuted for the murder of his 
aunt. 

This is another one of: those 
"exclusionary rule" cases. An ar- 
resting officer is held to be in 

technical violation of someone's 
constitutional rights; .therefore, no 
evidence found byjhim can be used 
in court. It is«so contrary to common 
sense that officers have complained 
that if they* stopped a man for 
running a red light and found ■ a 
bleeding body in the back seat they 
could stillonly charge the man with a 
traffic violation. 

We tried to get a solution to this 
"exclusionary rule" in California 
while I was governor, but' the trial 
lawyers' association and a permissive 
legislature blocked action.- 

Proposed Solution 

We proposed that in cases of 
technical violations by a law enforce- 
ment officer ^the^citizen be allowed 
to sue the "government body em- 
ploy in githe^pffit:er at! the^goyern-.- 
merit's ^expenje, JnJt -.that jiny ; ' ; :evi'- 
derjce.iou'n'd; by^the officer ; be 
.admissible irrcourt. Not perfect,.but 
it Would give protection to^the^ 
citizen junjustly hassled by law 
enforcement at the same time that it 
kept the courts from turning sdme- 
^ one obviously guilty back out on the 
S streets. L"; ■ . ~
